Did not this help to make thofe Affu- 
rancesfeem needful, even to thole who 


had no mind to put Hardfhips upon. 


them, and give Pretence to thofe that 
had ? 

Abroad, Thefe wer€ the common Ar- 
guments about Scotland; (1.) The Epé/- 
copal and Fagobite Party,, they areready 
to clefé with the French; and, (2.) As 
for the Presbyterian Party, they are fo 
generally furfeited with, and difgufted 
at the Union, that they will come in 
only to get the Union diffolved, or at 
leaft will ftand Neuter. 

This was the Language both of 
Friends and Enemies : It was the Lan- 
guage of our Enemies,as they made ufe 
of it to prampt the French King to 
the Attempt, to difcourage the Englifh 
in their Oppofition, and to blow up 


the vain Hope of their Party in Eng- 


land to afiift in their Deftruction ; and 
it was the Language of our Friends, as 
it was the Effect of their’ Fears for us, 
the Report having ‘been univerfal, and 
no Body contradicting it. 

I can but touch thefe things here, 
perhaps 1 may {peak more largely ‘to 
them again; I wifh they were heartily 
confider d among us all, not to accufe 
one another, and recriminate upon 
one another, but tocorreét every Man 
for him&.£, whatever Share he has had 
in i: 


And let us come now to our prefent 
State. The French have been ar our 
-Doors, GOD had brought the Nation 
upon us threatned inthe 28 Deut. 50, 
§1. A Nation froma far Country of a 
fierce Counteriance, and who nould not re- 
gard the Perfon of rhe Old, nor frew Fa- 
vour tothe Yung, that fhould eat the 
Fruit of our Cattel, and tle Fruit of our 
Land, and fhould leave us neither Corn nor 
Wine, nor Oil, until he had deftroy'd us. 
But he has had Compatiion upon us, 
and faved us from our Fears, and 
the Storm is blown over; the black 
Cloud hovered over usy,—but the Thun- 
der brake not upon us, 

Some have promifed themfelves, that 
as the Frevci have done us no Harm, 
they have done us a great deal uf Good, 
and rationally fpeaking, one would 
think it fheuld be fo. 

Could you but realize the Dangers 
you have efcaped, could you burt form 
Ideas uf the Operation of this dreadful 
Phyfick, had it been adminiftred, me- 
thinks it muft have an Influence upon 
your Judgments, your Wifhes, and. 
your Praétice. 

Do bui fanfie the French landed at 
Leith, with a fuperior Force to what 
you had there to refift them ; imagine 
the Ear] of Leven retreated with the lit- 
tle Army you had there towards Ber- 
wick, as in the Prudence of a General 
he might be fuppofed to do. 

Imagine then Edinburgh furrendhed to 
the French, which | prefume no Man 
will pretend to fuppofe could be avoid- 
ed; nay, perhaps they would have 
been oblized to have entreated the 
French to take Pofleifion to proteét them 

from 


from worte indwelling Enemies, and 
more terrible Rabb'es. 

When the French were in Poffeilion, 
you could nor have expected lefs from 
them than fuch things as thefe ;

I will. not explain it as looking fo here 3 
but his Meaning he explain’d publickly 
to bey That he that would buy the 
Country to choofe him, would fell the 
Country when they had chofen him : 
Nay he went further, he faid they 
MUST do fo, that is, to get their Mo- 
ney again.

, from King William, King Fumes, and 
King Charles, fince the Reftauration, for 
which no Provifion hath been hitherto made: 
by the Government, are defir’d to meet at’ 
the Star Coffee-boufe in Downing Street near VVbite~ 
ball, any Tweftay or Fryduyin the Afterneon ;
